A« 
a rule, it should be placed 2 inches 
to the side and I inch below the seed 
level.

I have just listened to the radio 
reports of various com m entators of 
world affairs. There was a sameness 
of all. viz; nearly two thousand year- 
a fte r the great message of peace on 
earth and good will among men mort 
than two-thirds of the citizens of the 
world are at war. The other less than 
one-third are full of fear and uncer 
tainty. 
The star of hope is shining 
dimmer to more people this Christ 
mas eve than it. perhaps, has ever 
shown in the history of the human 
race-—all factors of time anti oppor 
tunity taken into consideration. Ex­ 
perience has taught mankind both by 
precept and example the blessings of 
peace; but little peace is being enjoy­ 
ed today. Why? You can get as m any 
answers to this question as there 
were tales in the Arabian Nights. 
Perhaps all of them would be con­ 
tributing factors. 
Is 
it H itler? 
Stalin? 
Mussolini? 
Chamberlain? 
Daladier?

No doubt some are more responsible 
for present conditions than others 
and all are responsible to some ex­ 
tent. Men love to rule and people are 
prone to let them. Once a ruler gets 
in the saddle he must keep the hall 
rolling. Dictators keep fear in the 
hearts of their subjects and secure 
the ir loyalty by arousing jealousies 
and suspicions of other peoples. Poli­ 
ticians of more democratic nations 
play pretty muchly the same game, 
except in its more brutal aspects. 
They scheme, appease, trade and de­ 
ceive. There is little honor among 
nations. 
There are no 
morals 
in­ 
volved in the present world of tu r­ 
moil. 
U ncertainty! 
No 
one 
is 
seer 
enough to foretell the outcome of 
the 
present 
conflict 
between 
the 
m ajor powers. No one knows what 
effect that either the conflict or its 
outcome will have on the smaller n a ­ 
tions. No one knows w hether we will 
go into the w ar or not. I use the word 
GO advisedly because there is no 
reason for us to be forced into it. lf 
we get in we can blame our own u n ­ 
neutral acts, which we are commit­ 
ting every day and trying to keep 
hidden from the general public. It is 
our uncertainty I wish to emphasize. 
lf we go into this w ar w hat do we 
gain? Nothing. In the first place, n e ­ 
gation is the result of war and in the 
next place we would ask fo r nothing 
if we were victorious. If we go in 
w hat do we lose? Blood, treasure, re ­ 
spect of the world. Besides, during 
the continuance of the war, and, per­ 
haps for all time, we will lose every 
vestige of cu r own liberties. If, an I 
w hen we go into war, we will h aw 
no more liberties than the subjects 
>f Stalin and

This reputation is founded upon one 
simple fact: in the United States the 
plain man has always had a chance. 
My fa th e r and m other were the 
first generation in their families to 
grow up in America. My mother be­ 
came a lawyer. My father was also a 
lawyer. Of course, in 
Europe my 
m other would have found it impossi­ 
ble to practice a profession; and my 
father would have found it difficult 
to get out of the groove worn by his 
ancestors.
